Researchers isolate mutilated 
gene that causes colon cancer

WASHINGTON — A mutated genC 
that causes an inherited colon cancer and 
may play a key role in other forms of ihc 
kilfcr disease has been isolated by 
rcscarcliinv.

- treat the disease, the researchers said. - 
In separate studies to be out today, 
researchers at Johns Hopkins University 
Medical School and thc Uhivcrsiiy'^ 
Utah report they hove found a gene ii 
mutated or missing in patients with 
fomtiial adenomatous polyposis coli, a 
condition that nearly always leads to 
colon cancer at an early age. 


Ken Kinzicr of the Hopkins team said 
the studies strongly suggest that the gene, 
dqbbcd APCrmiisfbc flawed or missing 
to start development of most colon., 
cancers. That means that finding a drag 
to compensate for Ihc mutated, non- 
working gene may prevent or cure colon 
•can c er, he said. - . v . 

‘The hope is that’ll we unucrsiahlThow 
this thing (mutated gene) works, then wc 
can take an intelligenuipproach in 
designing drugs to help defeat the 
cancer," Kinzicr said in an Jmerview. “If- 
you don't know what’s brokcn,-you. can’t 
fix it.” ■=•

Grant, rate increase gives Bliss more spending fiinds

Variety, the 86-yeor-old en- 
tertainment weekly, has ended its 
policy of abbreviating Its critics' 
name's, called “sigs,” and stxuted 
publishing their full bylines. 

Until this week, Variety’s New 
York theater critic was Remy., in- 
stead of Jeremy Gerard. Its London 
theater critic, Jack Pitman, went by 
Pit Los Angeles film reviewer Bri- 
’an Lowry was Bril. Television 
watcher David Bushman was Bush. 
Music critic Kevin Zimmerman was 
Kcri. 


"Timis have changed and so must - 
Variety,’’ editor Peter Bart wrote in 
the Aug. 5 issue of the show- busi'^ 
ness bible. 

"Longtime Variety readers ... felt 
like members of on elite club. The 
present-day Variety, with a third of 
its readers overseas, has perhaps lost 
that 'clubbiness’ but gained a clarity 
demanded by its sophisticated read- 
ership. And now even its critics 
have come out of hicling,'’ Bon said 
in an editorial.
